SPIRITUAL LYCEGM AND CONFERENCE. 


NINTH SESSION OF THE CONFERENCE. 

Dr, Mallock read an article from the Oberlin Evangelist, of 
April 28, wherein the editor takes occasion to administer what 
he considers a salutary warning to his readers, that they may 
avoid the “seductions and mischiefs” of Spiritualism. 

In order to fortify his little flock against this “ nearly un- 
mixed evil,” he introduces “ testimony of a man who has had em- 
énent opportunities to know the true nature and working of mod- 
ern Spiritualism,” in short, “Joeu Treraxy, Esq” Mr. T., as 
quoted from the Lvangelist, says : 


'* After all of our Investigations for seven or clght years, we must say, 
that we bave ug much evidence that there are lying spirits as we have 
that there are any Spirits at all. If any one were divpo-ed to diepute 
this conclasion, we would ray, inquire of those who have been moat en- 
gaged ia these jovestigitions— Do you find these communications reli- 
able?’ and you will get bnt one answer—‘ They are not.” 

“ Since these things are en, it is most evident that the spiritual com- 
munications, unless radically Improved, can never become a reliable 
means of procuring information. Aud what is true in respect to fact, is 
equally true in respect to philosophy and doctrine. Whatever imsy be 
the character and condition of the Spirits themselves, the doctrines they 
teach, or that come to us through mediums as from them, are mostly 
contradictory and absurd. Whether we inquire into the state or condi- 
tion of the Spirite. or respecting (heir occupations, babita, menna of en- 
joymient, etc., we meet wilh the fame confusion, contradiction and alr 
Surdity. And our experience hes been that the individual who sits 
blindly and contidingly at the feet of these spiritual Gamaliele, and takes 
for truth all that comes from them. is soon fitted for the mad-bouse. 
Therefore, it is safe to conclude that spiritual communications, according 
to the present typo or manifestation, can not become n reliable means of 
ascertaining principles of truth or doctrine. 

© Spiritualism has caused men to think rather than to feel, and bas 
tended to ealt the life and energy of the being into hia thoughts, rather 
tban into hia affections. Until it sholi cast its anchor within the veil, 
and inspire in men a higher and purer impulse than that which geeks to 
know and observe the curious, the wonderful, the harmonic and beauti- 
ful; unlesa it shall rise above the desire of doing in the moral, to the as- 
piration of being in the religious: it will not lay its foundations deep 
enough to withstand the storms and femports which ihe soul must co- 
counter on ils way to eternal life. Thus Spiritualigm, by ita external 
manifestations, has failed to call those who are engaged in its investiga- 
tions, into their inmost or religious natures Jt has failed to lay hold of 
that nature in man so necessary to make him a deepty earnest being. It 
lins not, ns a general thing, caused its advocates and believers to subor- 
dinate the interests and pleasures of the present life, to those higher ones 

ertaizing to the future. Ta short, its almost uuiversal tendency has 

een, not tn awaken religious aspirations and desires in the hearts of 
those who did not possess them, but to destroy them where they before 
existed. Upon thia point, I shall baye the testimony of ninc-tentlis af 
those who hav^ been converted from their religious fuiths to a belief in 
common Spsritualism. By this is not meant that sach have changed 
their theological opinions, nnd put away their bigoted notione, by em- 
bracing Spiritualism. All that is proper and well enough ; but I mean 
that they have lust their religion—that earnest going forth of the soul 
which lends them to ha ger und thirst after a higher life—that continued 
prayer—' Create ia me à clean heart, and renew a right epiri¢ within 
me’—that deep utterance of soul. * As for me, I ebali bebold tby faco ia 
rightenasucss ; I shall be satisfied when F awake in thy likeness’ 

* The instinces are numerous where individuals have become disqual- 
ified for any other busluess, owing to the dissipating influence of Spirit- 
ualism epon them. It is also true that oue species of dissipation natu- 
rally makes way for another aud another. cte. Thus gambling is natu- 
rally allied to dcinklng and general licentiousness; all amusements of a 
publie kind call together thisclass of minds, seeking gratification in va- 
rious ways. The same is true of Spiritualism upon a certain class 1 
know the truth of what I etate. There are those who have lost their 
higher aspirations—who have-cenged to make the proper distinctions be- 
tween virtue and vice, between the pure and impure impulses of the soul ; 
who have become, and are becoming, victims to a sensual philosophy, 
under the influence of what is termed Spirituallem. Heving seu these 
things within the circle of my acquaintance, I have been led to inquire 
into the cnxse, and have found it as before stated. 

“But farther, Spiritnaliem, in n very large class of minds, tends to 
beget a kind of moral and religious Atheisin. An olden Atheist learns 
to talk eloqnently and lenrncdly of God, tho Divine Belng, and the laws 
of Deity, ete.. cte., and to a casual observer it would acem that ho really 
had found a God—somothing to worship, reverence and adore. But the 
God of Spiritualism is a being of the hend, and not of the heart--same- 
thing to bo asimired, but not to be doved. He challenges the loftiest 
thoughts, the boldest imagery, and the highest admiration of his discov- 
erer&; but before him the nflectiona lie cold and dead. 

“From a careful consideration of these prinoiptes, as well ns from 
my own experience and observation, F have fully come to tho con- 
clusion that communications nnd communion with the spirit world are 
dangerous to those who do not, by carnest aspirations, scel: to qualify 
themselves, morally and religlously. for the highest and holiest com- 
munlon—thnt, divorced from the religious nature, with its earnest aspi- 
rations for the Ats-Trug, tho ALL-Punn, and the ALL-Goop, these 
sought-for spiritual communications nre more liablo to lead to error 
than to truth ; more liable to depress than to elovate the moral and re- 
ligious tone of tho soul.”

A DiscounsE ow Mopers SPINITJALISM, delivered at Darlington, Vt, 
March 17, 1858. By Rev. Harvey Elkins, Universalist Minister at 
Williston, Vt. 

This is a neatly printed pamphlet of 32 pages. It is an 
able and suggestive production, and may be perused with inter- 
est and profit by those who are seekinz definite views as to the 
relations subsisting between modern and ancient Spiritualism, 
and the rationality of the doctrine of spiritual intercourse as 
viewed in the light of the general constitution of things. The 
author commences the discourse with the declared purpose of 
showing “that the marvelous phenomena of modern times 
called Spirit manifestations, do not conflict with our religion as 
taught in the Bible." From the diversified subject matter by 
which he endeavors to establish this conclasion, we extract the 
following, which we commend to the attention of ali disbelievers 
in the reality of present spiritual intercourse on supposed Bible 
grounds : 


" Spiritunliem comes to the nid of the church, nnd they reject it. It 
supplies to atheists and infidels the lacking evidence of immortality, 
anu they receive it.

Saturday, Juno 12, says: “ The French packet, from St Pierre to Syd- 
nay, reports n heavy gale, previous to the Jet inst, on the Banke of 
Newfoundland, attended with immenre loss of life and property to the 
French fishermen. Besides the Joss nnd damnge of vessels, it is ssid 
that no lees than 300 men perished during the storm. Orders had been 
escnt Lo Halifax for 3,000 fathoms of chain-cable.” 


Kansas News —A disprtch from Leavenworth, reecived at St. Lonis 
on the 5th inst, and dated tho 3d. says that n tremendous storm vis- 
ited the city on Wednesday morning. flooding the cellars and inundat- 
ing a portion of the town, and doing much damage. The Missouri 
Hiver was full to its banks, and rising. Another dispatch, dated the 
4th iust.. says that on affray took placo nt Lawrence between Gen. 
Lane nad Mr. Jenkins, a prominent citizen, resulting in the death of 
Mr. Jenkins. Animosity existed between the parties, growing out of a 
disputed land claim. 


A PROPELLER, eupposed to be the Buck Eye. exploded her boiler off 
Point Samble, near Chicago, on Wedacsday, June 9, and the passen- 
gers and crew consistiag of thirty-three persons, with the exception of 
three, were lost. Wa have, as yet, no further particulars. 

Tos yacht Prairie Flower, which capsized in the harbor of Boston on 
Tuesdey last, was towed up the wharf the sameevening. Ler hull re- 
mauiued under water, but by grappling, during the night, soven dead 
bodiea wero removed from the cabin. 


Brerna Boarpina oon Vessets.—It la stated that Commodore Rod- 
Rera of the Water Witch, at Key West. hod met the] British sloop-of- 
war Jasper, which was in acarch of the Styx, and other offending 
crulsers, with orders from the Commodore’s station to arrest them. 
The captain of tho Jasper informed Commodore Rodgers that the 
British cruisers wero acting under orders issued in 1847, no new ones 
having been issued on tho subject. This will undoubtedly put an end 

. to the vexations to which nany of our unoffending merchant vessels 
have lately been subjected by visitations from the British cruisers ; 
aud the news is regarded at Washington as being satisfactory. 


Mr. Bontixoame on Tux Briten Ourraces.—On Friday last, Mr. 
Burlingame of Massachusetts made a speech in the House of Repre- 
ventatives at Washington, on the recent insults to our flag from officers 
of armed vessels of the British Navy, in visiting and detaiuing our 
merchant vessels in the Gulf of Mexico. Me said tho Senate bas acted, 
nad the Representatives of the people should not remain silent. Thero 
could be no doubt of these outrages There has been more than 
thirty of them within six weeks against the law of nations, ns ex- 
pounded by Webster and Calhoun, and decided by Story and Stowell, 
The doctrine was that on eca every nation was cqual, nnd every flag 
which symbolized an honest nationality sacred. Pirates could be taken 
whero found, but our people are not pirates, und therefore had been 
outraged, Those who committed thosc outrages had orders, or they 
had not. It was an act of war. If not. they were robbers, The Ad- 
ministration said, wait and negotiate. There was nothing to negotiate. 
It would cast doubt on our courage nnd our cause. If we suuk the 
shipa, or brought them into port, it would be no caus> of war. England 
*hould thank us for vindicating the law. The Administration, be 
feared, was not up to the mark. Jt was “ fifty-four forty or fight," and 
thon back dowo over and over ngain. He saw this in the i resident’s 
Answer to the call of the House : in the letter from Secretary Cass to 
Mr. Dallas; in the ordera to the Gulf equadron—as those in the Walker 
casc, under which Chatard was recalled for not doing what Paulding 
was oondemaed for doing in the sume waters ; In the resolutions of the 
Senutc Committee on Foreign Relutions, which were pointless and aim- 
less; and, ubovo all, in tho request for power to attack the Central 
American States. Why not ask for power azninst England? Why not 
use that olrendy possessed? I there was power to use the marlues to 
shoot down citizens in Wasbington, was there not power against o 
foreign foe? Jf Walker could bo taken ia Nicarogua, could not an 
euemy who invaded our coll? lie said the Presidont had used his 
power to tramplo down the rights of American oitiz-ns at home, but 

ad not stralucd it to protvot us from a foreign foe. Our peoplo were 
Jealous of power, but would grant overy dime and every man to vin- 
dicate the honor of the country, The foreign policy of the country was 
wenk und vacillating. Everybody insulted us. He referred to nume- 
rous instances of this, and pointed out tho courso of Franco ia Central 
America, Ho said our agents had becn such ns make weak Governo- 
wente bate, aud strong oues despiso us. "Tho tlmo has arrived for us 
lo manifest our power.

Tux Lanorsr Mitt tx Tax Wortp.—Richmond can boast of having 
within its limits, the largest fouring mill in the world. The crection 
of the mill was regularly commenced some timein the year 1854. Tho 
superstructure rests upon a solid foundation of granite, the base of 
which is seventeen and a half feet thick. Tue width tapers to a 
thickness of six fect at the top course of granite. Tho avcruge thick- 
ness of the brick walls, forming the first four stories above Canal- 
strect, istbrec feet two inches The great mill twelve ctorics in height, 
fronts ninty-six feet on Canal street, aad is one hundred and sixty-five 
fect deep. The height of the front wall, is 121 fect, to the top course 
of bricks. Lucluding the rear wall, embracing a part of the granito 
foundation, is 147 fect high. Each floor contains avout 14,560 super 
ficial fect: including the two floors in the roof, the total would be 
about 155,000 square feet—or rather more than three and a half acres. 
Altogether, thc availablo space within the walls of this building, is 
about 200,000 square feet. We bave no positive information us to the 
cost of this immense structure, but presume that the sum will not fall 
short of $130,000. Several months will yet elapse before the ms- 
chincry will be ready to bo put into operation.— Richmond (Va) Whig.
